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NEW  REPORT  RAISES  KEY  CONCERNS 


Feeding  Potrero  Hill's  Hungry  People; 
How  Good  a  Job  Does  This  Community  Do?

Potrero  Hill  is  one  of  the  city's  three 
"epicenters  of  hunger,"  a  new  study  by 
the  San  Francisco  Food  Bank  charged 
last  month. 

In  addition,  noted  the  Food  Bank  study, 
"Hunger  in  San  Francisco:  Fragmented 
Services,  Unmet  Needs,"  Potrero  Hill  is 
one  of  the  areas  in  the  city  with  "the 
least  amount  of  service"  —  provisions 
_of  hot  meals  or  free  groceries. 

Just  what  are  the  realities  behind 
the  dramatic  numbers  revealed  in  the 
food  bank's  study,  and  what  do  the 
numbers  themselves  actually  mean? 
Just  how  large  is  the  gap  between  Potre- 
ro Hill's  hungry  and  the  food  available 
to  them  in  their  own  neighborhood?  And 
are  there  any  plans  for  a  strategy  to 
try  to  close  the  gap? 

How  does  the  Food  Bank  estimate  the 
number  of  hungry  people  in  a  neighbor- 
hood —  or,  for  that  matter,  in  San  Fran- 
cisco as  a  whole?    They  use  data  from 
the  1990  Census,  counting  the  number 
of  people  below  the  poverty  line  and 
using  these  poverty  statistics  to  "obtain 
a  conservative  estimate  of  the  preva- 
lence of  hunger  in  San  Francisco." 

According  to  the  Census  —  and  there- 
fore the  Food  Bank  study  —  an  estimated 
2,001  persons  on  Potrero  Hill  are  deemed 
"food  insecure."  This  is  20.5  percent  of 


the  neighborhood's  total  population. 
Only  Bayview/Hunters  Point  with  25.4 
percent  and  Central  City  with  21.9  per- 
cent have  higher  percentages  of  people 
deemed  by  their  poverty  level  income 
to  be  hungry. 

But  the  statistics  in  the  Food  Bank 
study  contain  another  category  — 
those  "at  risk  of  food  insecurity."  These 
are  people,  including  many  working  but 
earning  low  wages,  who  are  just  above 
the  poverty  line.  An  estimated  .'j77 
Potrero  Hill  residents  e.re  listed  in  this 
category,  bringing  the  total  of  those  not 
far  from  having  hunger  problems  to 
about  27  percent.  A  number  of  other 
neighborhoods,  however,  such  as  the 
Mission  or  Sunset/Richmond  Districts, 
have  far  higher  percentages  of  residents 
"at  risk  of  hunger,"  which  could  actually 
bring  their  hunger  totals  up  even  higher 
than  Potrero  Hill. 

Most  of  the  resources  for  the  hungry, 
the  Food  Bank  pointed  out,  are  located 
in  the  Central  City,  including  programs 
that  feed  several  thousand  people  a  day. 
This  area  "acts  as  a  hub"  for  food  distri- 
bution throughout  the  city,  but  reflects 
a  situation  in  which  food  resources  are 
out  of  balance  with  needs  of  other  neigh- 
borhoods and  actually  limits  access  to 
food  by  those  not  in  that  area,  the  study 
said. 

Where,  then,  in  Potrero  Hill  and  the 
immediately  surrounding  area  can  the 
hungry  currently  go  for  a  hot  meal  or 


distribution  of  groceries? 

*  Perhaps  the  largest  operation  is  the 
Martin  De  Porres  House  of  Hospitality 
at  225  Potrero  Avenue,  which  serves 
meals  to  an  estimated  1,000  "guests" 
each  month. 

*  St.  Teresa's  Church  at  390  Missouri 
Street  provides  groceries  to  about  300 
people  each  month  and  annually  plays 
host  to  the  growing  community  Thanks- 
giving Dinner  (See  photo  this  puge). 

*  The  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House, 
953  DeHaro  Street  has  a  daily  hot  nutri- 
tional lunch  for  seniors  provided  by  the 
Salvation  Army,  has  frequent  distribu- 
tions of  food  obtained  througli  the  Food 
Bank  and  Food  Runners,  serving,  the 
Food  Bank  estimated,  some  350  different 
people  eacli  month. 

*  Other  facilities  on  or  near  Potrero 
Hill  such  as  the  Cityview  Church,  the 
Headstart  Program,  Samoa  Mo  Samoa 
and  various  programs  at  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  also  provide  food, 
noted  the  Food  Bank's  Paul  Lynch. 

The  supply  of  food  to  agencies  willing 
to  participate  in  distribution,  on  Potrero 
Hill  and  elsewhere,  has  shrunk  in  the 
last  year  or  two,  Lynch  noted.  Food 
provided  by  the  federal  government, 
such  as  huge  blocks  of  surplus  clieese, 
was  inefficient  for  families  and  has 
all  but  dried  up.  he  said.  Other  food 
often  was  donated  because  of  labeling 
errors,  he  said,  but  added  that  increased 
computerization  has  made  that  rare. 
More  food  is  also  being  sent  to  over- 


seas markets. 

Food  distribution  is  also  falling  victim 
to  an  increased  level  of  specialization 
in  funding  —  grants  for  only  seniors,  or 
children,  or  some  other  specialized 
category,  rather  than  simply  the  hungry. 
Lack  of  a  centralized  place  for  distri- 
bution of  food  on  Potrero  Hill  appears 
to  be  another  factor  limiting  the  amount 
of  food  currently  handed  out,  Lynch 
added. 

On  a  citywide  basis,  "the  biggest 
problem  is  that  there  is  no  policy  about 
what  we  should  do  about  hunger."  the 
Food  Bank's  Lynch  charged.  In  addition, 
he  noted,  those  problems  offering  emer- 
gency food  assistance  aren't  really  set 
up  for  the  growing  number  of  constantly 
and  chronically  hungry.  Further  com- 
pounding the  fragmentation  of  service 
is  the  absence  of  a  central  intake  process 
or  repository  of  information. 

Promoting  increased  awareness  of  just 
how  many  San  Franciscans  are  seriously 
hungry,  trying  to  balance  levels  of  need 
and  services  throughout  the  city,  and 
encouraging  greater  communication 
and  collaboration  among  food  providers 
are  among  the  results  that  Lynch  hopes 
will  follow  from  release  of  the  Food 
Bank  study. 

To  this  end  people  in  the  Food  Bank, 
itself  located  on  the  Hill  at  333  Illinois 
Street,  will  "start  talking  to  agencies 
in  this  neighborhood  in  the  hope  of 
beginning  a  strategic  planning  process," 
Lynch  vowed.

GOOD  LIFE  ISSUED  EVICTION  NOTICE 

Attempts  by  Good  Life  Grocery  owners  Kayren  Hudiburgh  and  Lester  Zeldman  to 
negotiate  a  new  lease  with  the  new  owners  of  the  building  housing  the  popular  store 
proved  unsuccessful.  Hudiburgh  and  Zeldman  were  ordered  to  vacate  their  I8tli  St. 
premises  by  Jan.  15,  1985,  despite  an  offer  by  then  -  Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  to 
mediate.  Community  support  for  the  grocery  coalesced  in  the  formation  of  the 
Good  Life  Alliance  whose  stated  aim  was  "to  put  pressure  on  the  owners  to  negotiate 
properly  with  Good  Life." 

BERTHING  OF  U.S.S.  MISSOURI  OPPOSED: 

Efforts  to  block  the  proposed  home-porting  of  a  nuclear  naval  group  led  by  the  battle- 
ship Missouri  next  door  to  the  Potrero  district  —  a  move  supported  by  then  —  mayor 
Dianne  Feinstein  —  proceeded  on  several  fronts.  Then  -  Congresswoman  Sala  Burton 
opposed  the  proposal.  Also  opposed  were  then  -  Supervisor  Richard  Hongisto,  a 
broadly-based  coalition  of  peace  groups,  retu'cd  Navy  Captain  James  T.  Bush,  and 
representatives  of  the  Physicians  for  Social  Responsibility,  First  Unitarian  Church 
and  the  Gray  Pantliers. 

HOW  DID  WE  VOTE? 

Analysis  of  how  Potrero  Hill  voted  in  November,  1984  shows  that  while  California 
was  helping  reelect  Ronald  Reagan  by  a  59  to  -  41  percent  vote,  the  Hill  went  82.6 
percent  for  Walter  Mondale  and  only  17.4  percent  for  Reagan.  Similar  margins 
were  racked  up  for  Congresswoman  Sala  Burton  (86.5  percent  over  Tom  Spinoza's 
1 3.5)  and  Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  {88.7  percent  over  Max  Woods'  1 1 .3). 

DEBATE  ON  MISSION  BAY  PLANS  CONTINUES: 

The  Mission  Creek  Conservancy  unveiled  a  master  plan  for  the  massive  Mission  Bay 
development  proposed  by  the  Santa  Fe  Pacific  Realty  Co.  The  Conservancy's  Bob 
Isaacson  emphasized  that  the  aim  of  their  plan  is  "to  illustrate  creatively  that  a 
major  tidal  park  is  possible"  in  the  project.  City  Planning  Director  Dean  Macris 
indicated  it  would  be  12-to-18  months  until  a  final  development  agreement  is  approved.

And  if  you  thought  that  ending  the  previous  item  with  six  punctuation  marks  (four 
of  them  different)  is  wacko,  check  again. ..Caffeine  gets  a  bad  press,  according  to 
Dr.  Jean-Luc  Szpakowski,  who  noted  that  it  does  not  appear  to  increase  the  risk  of 
heart  disease  or  ulcers. ..San  Francisco  longshoremen  were  refusing  to  unload  South 
African  cargo  from  the  Nedlloyd  Kimberley  docked  ai  the  foot  of  Army  Street.

Draw  Questions,  Complaint

The  proposed  addition  to  Potrero  Hill's 
Landmark  fire^tation  #32  at  22nd  and 
Wisconsin  Streets  ha^  undergone  some 
radical  surgery  since  it  was  initially  re- 
vealed in  July!  1992,. 

The  changes  have  been  prompted  by 
budget  restrictions  rather  than  by  any 
adverse  comment  from  some  Hill  resi- 
dents about  the  bulk  of  the  proposed 
building,  squeezed  as  it  was  between  its 
equally-sized  neighbors. 

The  newest  model  (see  drawing  this 
page),  while  maintaining  the  same  height 
and  width,  has  shaved  the  new  structure 

from  3.401)  square  feet  with  a  12-foot 
setback  from  the  sidewalk,  to  only  1800 
square  feet,  with  a  48-foot  setback. 
This  latter  dimension  is  precisely  the 
length  required  to  house  a  future  second 
fire  engine 

The  rear  yard  will  also  be  extended 
from  10  to  28  feet,  leaving  approximately 
25  feet  square  for  the  currently  proposed 
addition.  These  dimensions,  by  virtue  of 
the  deep  setback,  may  mitigate  the  pre- 
vious plan's  contribution  to  an  impression 
of  a  massive  wall  fronting  the  three  lots 
at  the  top  of  Wisconsin  Street. 

On  November  29,  the  new  plan  was  un- 
veiled at  a  meeting  of  the  Potrero  Hill 
Boosters  and  Merchants.  Chris  Bigelow 
Project  Architect,  backed  up  by  Assistant 
Fire  Chief  Jim  Lynch,  presented  the 
architectural  drawings,  explained  the 
basic  elements  and  tried  to  answer  the 
many  questions  and  complaints  that 
followed  from  the  floor.  There  appeared 


to  be  little  resistance  to  the  shrunken 
size  of  the  project,  especially  after  Bige- 
low outlined  the  budgetary  shortfall  that 
emerged  when  the  first  plan  was  put  out 
to  bid.  He  also  made  clear  how  easily 
the  structure  could  be  expanded  —  when 
it  became  economically  feasible. 

What  caused  most  concern  among  parti- 
cipants in  the  Nov.  29  meeting  wgs  'ne 
loss  of  certain  artistic  details  consistent 
with  the  Art  Commission's  guidelines  for 
construction  of  additions  to  existing 
landmark  buildings:  that  they  be  as  his- 
torically and  architecturally  compatible 
with  the  existing  building  as  possible. 

It  was  revealed  that  the  provision  to 
use  "up  to  two  percent"  of  the  budget 
for  "art  enrichment"  in  the  original 
budget  had  in  fact  been  turned  back  to 
the  project's  general  construction  fund. 

A  number  of  participants  in  the  meeting 
also  expressed  concern  that  the  new  pro- 
posal did  not  call  for  complete  replace- 
ment of  the  decorative  tiles  bordering 
three  sides  of  the  firehouse  main  door. 
Instead,  only  damaged  ones  will  be  re- 
placed. Opposition  also  greeted  the  news 
that  the  one  remaining  outside  red  light 
—  from  the  wrong  architectural  period  — 
would  not  be  replaced  with  two  new  ones 
in  the  traditional  style  of  the  original 
simple  red  globes,  on  either  side  of  the 
the  door. 

Both  Bigelow  and  Lynch  stressed  that 
with  budget  limitations,  decisions  had 
to  give  priority  to  firefighting  efficiency 
and  firefighters'  safety  —  for  example, 
a  replacement  for  the  outmoded  and 
unsafe  mechanism  supporting  the  pole 
down  which  the  firefighters  slide.

Anna  Buck,  Long  Time  Hill  Political, 
Community  Activist  Dies  at  Home  Nov.  20 


Potrero  Hill,  rich  in  etiinic  diversity, 
architerlural  history,  and  dramatic 
vistas,  lost  one  of  its  treasures  last 
month  when  Anna  Irvine  Buck,  political 
and  community  activist,  died  in  her 
Potrero  Hill  home  at  the  age  of  89. 

Mrs.  Buck  served  for  many  years  on 
the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House 
Board  of  Directors  and  was  a  founding 
member  of  one  of  the  first  homeowner's 
associations  on  the  Hill.  She  was  an 
avid  supporter  of  Save  the  Bay,  focusing 
her  attentions  on  the  development  of 
small  parks  along  the  waterfront  (one 
such  park  is  located  next  to  the  Ramp 
Restaurant  on  China  Basin). 

Born  in  Connecticut  in  1905,  Mrs.  Buck 
was  the  only  girl  of  seven  chikli  en.  Her 
mother,  Claire  Maude  Hazen  was  from 
Avoca,  Iowa;  her  father,  Alexander 
Irvine  came  to  the  U.S.  from  Antrim, 
Ireland  and  was  a  well-known  author, 
minister  and  vociferous  social  reformer. 

The  charm  of  Potrero  Hill  lured  her 
first  to  a  flat  on  Connecticut  Street, 
then  to  the  purchase  of  a  Victorian  home 
on  De  Haro  and  19th  Streets.  The  house, 
originally  built  on  Rincon  Hill,  was  moved 
to  De  Haro  Street  prior  to  the  1906  earth- 
quake. Mrs.  Buck  purchased  the  home 
from  a  seafaring  captain. 


During  the  Depression,  Mrs.  Buck,  e 
single  mother  of  three,  worked  as  a  teach- 
er for  the  Potrero- Terrace  Nursery 
School  on  Connecticut  Street.  World  War 
II  brought  other  job  opportunities,  allow- 
ing Mrs.  Buck  to  supplement  her  income 
working  in  a  canning  company  on  16th 
and  De  Haro  Streets.  Despite  long  work- 
ing hours  and  the  pressures  of  single- 
parenthood,  she  always  found  time  for 
inspirational  reading  and  for  political  in- 
volvement ("She  was  a  great  Democrat," 
says  one  of  the  owners  of  Klein's  Deli). 

Following  World  War  II,  Mrs.  Buck 
went  to  work  for  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service,  where  she  participated  in  the 
creation  of  the  non-profit  tax  status  de- 
partment. She  was  not  only  a  regulator 
of  the  new  division,  but  an  advocate  for 
organizations  all  over  the  Bay  Area, 
helping  them  to  perfect  their  applica- 
tions and  fulfill  the  requirements  for 
non-profit  tax  status.  During  this  time. 
Mrs.  Buck  also  served  as  a  founding  mem- 
ber of  San  Francisco's  Church  for  the 
Fellowsliip  of  All  People  —  a  church 
dedicated  to  inter-racial  and  inter- 
denominational worship. 

In  the  1950s,  when  85  percent  of  the 
homes  on  Potrero  Hill  were  condemned  by 
the  City  Building  Inspector's  Office,  Mrs. 
Buck's  home  was  among  the  targeted 


group.  The  first  homeowners'  organiza- 
tion was  created  and  funds  were  raised 
to  make  improvements  and  save  most  of 
the  homes  from  demolition. 

In  her  later  years,  Mrs.  Buck  continued 
to  be  an  active  presence  on  the  Hill.  She 
invited  school  children  into  her  home  for 
tours  of  her  extensive  collection  of  dolls 
from  around  the  world.  Often  seen  in 
her  straw  hat  pruning  her  beloved  garden, 
Mrs.  Buck  brought  beauty  to  the  neighbor- 
hood with  roses,  native  flowers,  and 
apricot,  apple,  and  plum  trees. 

After  a  journey  away  from  home, 
Mrs.  Buck  would  sit  back  in  her  chair 
facing  her  view  of  downtown  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  Bay  Bridge,  sigh,  and 
say,  "There's  no  place  like  the  Hill. 
This  is  my  home." 

Mrs.  Buck  was  the  mother  of  tvifo  sons, 
Alexander  Irvine  Buck  and  Walter 
Irvine  Buck,  a  daughter,  Anna  Irvine 
Buck  Giarretto,  nine  grandchildren,  and 
seven  great-grandchildren.  She  also 
adopted  Murah  Powers,  whose  grand- 
mother was  an  inventor  and  dear  friend 
of  Mrs.  Buck's.  Miss  Powers  lived  with 
Mrs.  Buck  for  more  than  40  years,  and 
win  continue  on  in  the  house,  perhaps 
sharing  it  with  another  senior  woman.

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Japan  Impresses  Students; 
More  Trips  Planned  by  ISA

Recently  returned  from  their  two  and 
a  lialf  week  trip  to  a  sister  >cliooI  in 
Osaka,  Japan.  14  high  school  students 
from  the  International  Studies  Academy 
(ISA)  on  Vermont  Street,  now  have  a  bit 
more  knowledge  of  the  people  and  the 
country  than  could  ever  be  absorbed  from 
a  high  school  textbook.  Their  cultural 
experience  included  a  stay  with  a  Japan- 
ese family,  weathering  a  typhoon,  join- 
ing in  the  activities  at  a  student  festival 
and  staying  the  nigfit  in  a  temple  built  in 
1479  in  Kyoto. 

With  the  help  of  the  Japanese- Ameri- 
can Lions  Club,  which  located  the  ISA 
sister  school,  Sakuranomiya  High  School 
in  Osaka;  several  fund-raisers,  includ- 
ing a  car  wash  and  a  Chinese  banquet, 
donations  from  corporations  like  Fujitsu 
and  Kikkoman;  and  the  aid  of  the 
parents  and  teachers,  the  students  were 
able  to  meet  the  $1,300  cost  per  person 
and  immerse  themselves  in  Japanese 
language  and  culture  at  its  very  source. 
They  stayed  with  host  families  in  tradi- 
tional Japanese  houses  made  of  wood  and 
bamboo,  attended  classes  at  Sakurano- 
miya High,  and  visited  the  nearby  cities 
Kyoto  and  Kobe  as  well. 

The  students,  who  ranged  in  ages  from 
15  to  17,  visited  Japan  from  September 
22  to  October  1 1  accompanied  by  their 
chaperones,  three  teachers  and  one 
parent.  The  trip  is  part  of  ISA's  student 
exchange  program  launched  in  1992  with 
a  trip  to  a  sister  school  in  Esteli,  Nica- 
ragua. 

Two  months  before  leaving  for  Japan, 
the  students  took  a  crash  course  in 
Japanese  language  and  culture  with  Tetsa 
Morikawa,  an  instructor  in  Japanese  at 
ISA  and  a  native  of  Kobe,  Japan.  Mori- 
kawa sfiowed  the  students  how  differences 
in  certain  customs,  such  as  eating,  usir'' 
the  bathroom,  and  greeting  people  might 
lead  to  uncomfortable  misunderstandings. 

For  example,  Pilana  Nimearmon,  16, 
an  ISA  junior  on  the  trip  to  Japan,  said 
it  would  be  considered  an  insult  to  stab 
through  a  dish  of  rice  with  one's  chop- 
sticks. "They  don't  put  the  chopsticks 
through  the  rice,  rice  is  from  Buddha  and 
it  is  sacred,"  Nimearmon  said,  noting  that 
instead  "you  pick  it  up  with  your  chop- 
sticks." 

Morikawa  said  at  first  his  students 
thought  everyone  would  speak  at  least  a 
little  English.  But  once  over  their  initial 
shock,  he  said  they  began  to  enjoy  the 
differences.  Morikawa  added  that  his 
students  were  surprised  by  the  unity  and 
maturity  of  the  Japanese  students.  "They 
were  surprised  to  see  that  whatever  the 
Japanese  students  do,  they  do  together," 
Morikawa  sard.  He  added  that  the  ISA 
students  were  astonished  to  see  that  the 
Japanese  students  did  not  need  prodding

by  the  teachers  to  follow  rules.  "All  the 
students  clean  the  classroom  at  the  end 
of  the  day,"  Morikawa  said,  "there  is  no 
custodian.  They  do  it  without  someone 
telling  them  to." 

Nimearmon  also  was  impressed  by  the 
Japanese  students.  "Their  school  is 
better  (in)  the  way  they  treat  each  other." 
she  said,  "they  are  more  mature,  they 
respect  the  teachers  more,"  and  are  "very 
serious." 

Kelly  Wilkerson,  a  16  year  old  junior 
at  ISA  said  she  made  a  lot  of  friends  in 
Japan  and  has  already  received  a  letter 
from  her  host  family.  Wilkerson  likewise 
noticed  cultural  differences  in  the  stu- 
dents. "The  Japanese  students  show  a  lot 
more  appreciation  to  their  teachers," 
Wilkerson  added,  "they  knew  what  to  do 
(in  the  classroom)  and  went  right  to  it." 

According  to  Steven  Hirabayashi, 
Principal  of  ISA  since  1989,  these  student 
exchanges  will  continue  to  take  place  and 
several  are  already  being  planned  for  1995 
and  1996.  In  February,  students  from  a 
sister  school  in  Denmark  may  visit  ISA. 
The  Hill  school  is  planning  a  visit  to  a 
sister  city  in  Ivory  Coast  called  Abidjan 
sometime  in  1995  and  there  are  tentative 
plans  to  visit  the  Yucai  School  in  North- 
east China  in  1996.  The  first  trip  abroad 
for  ISA  students  was  in  1992  when  six 
students  went  to  Esteli,  Nicaragua,  and  in 
1993  the  school  sent  students  to  Trento,  in 
Northern  Italy.  The  trip  to  Osaka  was  the 
third  abroad  for  ISA. 

The  ISA  is  an  alternative  San  Francisco 
public  high  school  that  emphasizes  an 
academic,  college  preparatory  curriculum, 
heavy  in  math,  science,  English  and 
foreign  languages.  The  school  has  540 
students,  from  grades  nine  through  12. 
There  are  no  requirements  to  apply  to 
attend  ISA,  and  the  135  entering  fresh- 
men are  selected  by  lottery  from  about 
1400  applications.  "It's  a  humanities 
oriented  school,"  Hirabayashi  said, 
"there  are  strict  course  requirements 
and  students  don't  get  many  electives." 
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ZAP  Substance  Abuse  Program  at  Nabe  Graduates 
Five  in  First  Year;  41  Young  Adults  Now  Enrolled

ZAP.  the  Substance  Abuse  Program 
headquartered  in  the  Poli-ero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House,  has  just  completed  its 
first  year  and  graduated  its  first  class  of 
participants.  They  began  last  October 
with  eight  participants,  five  of  whom 
have  satisfactorily  completed  the  pro- 
gram. Three  others  of  the  original  group 
have  either  moved  uway  or  dropped  out 
for  various  reasons. 

Graduation  from  the  program  depends 
on  commitment  to  six  days  a  week,  five 
hours  a  day,  of  group  therapy,  individual 
counseling  as  needed,  job  skills  prepara- 
tion and  education  leading  to  GED  diplo- 
mas. No  drug  or  alcohol  use  is  permitted. 
Random  urine  testing  is  conducted.  How- 
ever, a  positive  test  wiU  not  lead  to  ex- 
pulsion from  the  program,  as  relapses  are 
considered  part  of  recovery. 

Ages  of  participants  range  from  II  to 
25.  Currently  there  are  41  young  people 
in  the  program,  most  of  them  under  age 
17.  Most  of  them  are  self-referrals, 
though  some  are  referred  by  Youth 
Guidance  Center  or  the  adult  Probation 
Dept.  Completion  of  the  program  qual- 
ifies a  participant  to  a  certificate  of 
completion  recognized  by  the  court  sys- 
tem. 

Several  of  the  graduates  have  earned 
their  GKDs  and  are  attending  City  Coll- 
ege. One  graduate  who  learned  comput- 
er skills  at  ZAP  is  now  working  in  Assem- 
blyman Willie  Brown's  local  office.  An- 
otlier  has  a  job  in  a  Potrero  Hill  business. 


Major  emphasis  is  placed  on  getting 
those  who  have  left  the  educational  sys- 
tem back  into  school.  This  can  be  a  diffi- 
cult problem  when  a  young  person  has 
dropped  out  for  a  significant  length  of 
lime.  Many  of  the  clients  have  special 
educational  needs  and  are  difficult  to 
place. 

ZAP  staff  consists  of  project  director 
Betty  McGee,  two  full-time  and  one  part- 
time  counselors,  a  part-time  family  ther- 
apist and  an  administrative  assistant. 
Some  65  percent  of  the  funding  comes 
from  Proposition  J  funds  while  J5  percent 
comes  from  the  General  Fund  through 
tlie  Department  of  Public  Health. 

McGee  points  out  in  addition  to  sub- 
stance abuse  treatment,  ZAP  also  focuses 
on  substance  abuse  prevention.  Some 
people  are  referred  by  parents  or  rela- 
tives who  feel  that  the  children  are  at 
high  risk  for  substance  abuse,  because  of 
the  environment  in  which  they  are  living. 

Larry  Hamilton,  a  full-time  counselor 
at  ZAP  since  February,  understands  the 
drug  problem  from  the  inside.  Now  43,  he 
grew  up  in  the  Oakland  ghetto.  At  age 
18  he  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  then  spent 
two  years  in  the  Navy  as  an  interior  com- 
munications technician.  After  his  dis- 
charge he  worked  sporadically  at  various 
jobs  for  a  couple  of  years. 

Drugs  and  alcohol  had  been  his  response 
to  the  frustration  and  hopelessness  of 
ghetto  life  from  his  teen  years  on.  He 
committed  crimes  on  the  street  and  in 
stores  and  eventually  did  six  months  in 
jail  for  burglary.  Because  he  knew  street 
crime  posed  loo  much  of  a  risk  of  hurling 
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someone,  he  moved  on  to  robbing  bunks 
"where  they  just  give  you  the  tnoney." 

llomilton  robbed  "about  five"  banks  be- 
fore lie  was  cuught.  He  was  sentenced  to 
12  years  in  federal  prison,  served  four 
years  in  Lompoc,  and  four  years  on  par- 
ole. He  went  straight,  got  married,  and 
went  to  work  in  ttie  Del  Monte  can  plant 
us  a  machine  operator.  He  became  a 
shop  steward  for  the  union.  But  wlien  he 
was  laid  off  his  job  he  became  depressed 
and  used  a  lot  of  drugs.  ICventually,  in 
1984,  he  went  inlo  a  residential  drug  re- 
hab program.  There  he  met  Terry  Day,  a 
counselor  in  a  job  relocation  program, 
whom  he  credits  for  turning  his  life 
around.  He  eventually  became  a  counsel- 
or himself  in  that  program. 

Hamilton  has  earned  two  AA  degrees 
from  Laney  College,  one  in  Social  Serv- 
ices and  one  in  Humanities.  Now  enrolled 
in  Sun  Francisco  State  University,  he  is 
just  a  few  units  short  of  a  bachelors  de- 
gree in  social  work,  and  plans  to  move  on 
to  a  masters. 

Since  1989  he  has  worked  as  a  counselor 
at  various  social  programs  at  TAPP  (Teen 
Age  Parents  and  Pregnancy  Project);  at  a 
group  home  for  adolescent  girls;  at  the 
AIDS  Minority  Health  Interactive  pro- 
gram, and  then  to  ZAP. 

Hamilton  has  been  drug-free  for  five 
years.  At  age  43  he  feels  he  is  still 
learning  how  to  deal  with  life,  but  his 
own  experience  helps  him  lo  be  a  role 
model  "to  some  extent,  jind  it  is  person- 
ally rewarding  to  be  able  to  help  the 
community." 

Faith  Cooks,  30,  is  the  other  full-time 
counselor.  She  was  born  in  San  Francis- 
co and  raised  in  Bernul  Heights.  Because 
her  grandmother,  who  cared  for  her 
while  her  mother  worked,  lived  on  Potre- 
ro Hill,  she  spent  mucli  of  her  ciiildhood 
in  activities  at  tlie  Neighborhood  House. 
She  worked  in  the  Summer  Program  for 
Youth  each  year  as  a  teenager  until  she 
was  17. 

Iler  family  moved  lo  Duly  City,  where 
she  stayed  until  she  moved  out  at  eight- 
een, going  to  work  at  the  Wells  Furgo 
Bank  for  three  years. 

She  did  not  find  another  job,  but  got 
into  drugs.  She  became  pregnant  witli 
her  first  ctiild,  who  is  now  eight  years 
old.  She  got  married  and  hud  another 
baby.  After  a  couple  of  years  she  separ- 
ated from  her  husband  and  went  on  wel- 
fare, living  in  public  housing,  got  involv- 
ed with  criminals,  and  was  jailed  twice 
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for  a  month  and  a  half  on  drug  charges. 
A  third  time  she  was  given  tlie  option  of 
a  jail  sentence  or  residential  drug  rehab 
program.  She  spent  two  years  in  Wulden 
House,  and  ended  up  working  for  them 
for  two  years. 

When  funding  for  Walden  House  from 
the  Private  Industry  Council  was  cut 
down,  Cooks  worked  for  a  wliile  at  the 
Neighborhood  House  as  a  Kcadiness  for 
Work  counselor,  and  was  llien  hired  by 
ZAP. 

t'ooks  has  found  counseling  young  peo- 
ple very  different  from  working  with  the 
adults  at  Waldcn  House.  The  teenagers 
need  a  lot  of  pushing  to  keep  them  from 
failing  back,  she  says,  noting  that  she 
gets  "very  attached"  to  the  kids.  The 
program  gels  children  us  young  as  II 
whose  parents  or  neiglibors  are  using 
drugs. 

"Whether  the  program  is  a  success  is 
hurd  to  define,"  says  Cooks.  "You  muy 
have  a  success  today,  and  tomorrow,  who 
knows?    It  depends  on  what  kind  of  sup- 
port they  gel  when  they  leave  the  pro- 
gram. But  we  must  be  doing  something 
right,  because  kids  keep  coming  buck 
when  they  don't  have  lo."
